But he negiects to mention that prac- 
tically all of these “securities” are his 
personal notes, and those of the Los 
Angeles Securities Company. 

He claims that he paid out $30,000 
on land purchases and $45,000 for his 
railroad, “hich is supposed to connect 
the Redondo Villa tract with the lines 
of the Los Angeles-Pacific system. 
Carison mentions, incidentally, that 
“the interests” which he represents 
have a value of more than $500,000.

O FAVORITES IN THE COURTS. 

The essence of justice is that what is lawful 
for one to do is Jawful for all.. It would be the 
essence of injustice to enact a law which will make 
it legal for one class to do an act which done by 
another class will be a crime. 

It has taken humanity long centuries of struggle 
with bitter tears of suffering and sweat of blood 


for nothing, where wealth is not a recognized shield 
for the wrongdoer, where cunning and chicanery 
shall not suffice to clear the crafty knave while the 
 simplé man gocs to jail. 

The fundamental principle underlying this strug- 
gle, and on which our jurisprudence rests, is that 
all laws, and particularly aj) criminal laws, shall 
be of universal application. In the purview of the 
law the act that constitutes a crime on the part of 
the day laborer is equally a crime if done ‘by the 
richest man of the land. Jf it is a crime for the 
Street sweeper to do a given thing, it is equally 
criminal for the President of the United States. 

That is the theory of the law. And there is no 
other theory which is just. If there are isolated 
mstances where this theory fails to work in prac- 
tice it is not the fault of the law, but of some im- 
perfect administration of the law. The distinction 
goes to the deepest roots of justice, and is most 
important in practical application of law. By im- 
perfect administration of a law, influence or trick- 
ery may clear a culprit now and then. Pass a law 
which will apply to all classes except one and ex- 
clude that class, then we have by statutory act 
BTOss injustice inflicted every time a trial occurs 
ander such an act. | 

It is the strangest development of our time that 
these primary principles of justice should have to 
be dwelt on. The laws of the past were generally 
special in their application. Under these special 
acts unspeakable injustice prevailed, and the com- 
mon people were ground to powder in the mills 
of the law, operated by the power of a lust-obsessed 
nobility, plundering royalty, purse-proud wealth. 
The lowly, the poor andthe weak had no rights 
any great person wes obliged to observe. The his- 
tory, f the human race.. properly written, is not a. 
histOfy of military heroes, but of the struggle of 
the comman people up from the depths of oppres- 
sion and degradation to a plane where all manhood, 
stripped naked of rank, of wealth, of place, of 
honor, of mental acquirements, of gifts, of genius, 
and of every accident of birth or endowment, stands 
. ese facts are blazoned all along the of 
thousands of years, and it has of 
our day, and most of all of our coufitry, to point 
to the fruition of this struggle as enjoyed here in 
full measure by the humblest person in the land. 
Yet ‘with this impressive record of the years set 
out im lines so plain that they escape no eye, we 
have one Samuel Gompers, the paid representative 
of an impudent would-be oligarchy, boldly demand- 
ing that the mighty currents of history, swelled by 
the tears and blood of the plain people contending 
against awinl odds for their God-given, inalienable 
rights, be turned backward along the centuries un- 
til our Jaws shall find a resting place amid the un- 
stable sands of cursed injustice of these bygone 
times. 

When the American people would break from 
their wrists the shackles an English oligarchy 
had riveted on them, they appealed to mankind, 
and their first claim was that “God had created all 
men equal,” and had given all the right of “life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” The courts 
of this country were constituted to administer 
justice on this basis under laws made by the rep- 
all the 


resent@tives of all the people, for people, 
and for all alike. Then for the tirst time in human 
history a mau might go into court and stand there 


before the tribunal in full confidence that 
hood, as God had created it, and stripped of all 
human accidents of birth or place, would protect 
him if he were innocent. These courts thus con- 
stituted and administered on this basis of even- 
handed justice for over one hundred years, are now 
the object of attack on the part of the hirelings 
of this impudent would-be oligarchy. They make 
vain threats of what they will do if the courts are 
upheld by the Republican National Convention. 
They make an impossible counter demand that 
stringent laws shall be enacted, impairing the effi- 
ciency of the courts to deal out even-handed justice 
to all, and a still more preposterous demand that 
Congress shall pass specific laws applicable to the 
members of the oligarchy, by which they shall be 
immune when doing acts which are now criminal 
if done by any person, and which shall still be crim- 
inal if done by any excepting the members of the 
goligarchy seeking recognition in this country by 
statute law. 

And the thing Gompers forbids to be done is the 
thing of all others the Republican convention 
should do, while the things Gompers demands are 
‘the things this convention should not do. If the 
convention wishes to go down as the most trea- 
sonable gathering in this land since the spring 
of 1861, it will take orders from the _ laborite 
bosses. If it wishes to have its ticket repudiated 
by the people at the polls, it will takethe orders 
of these bosses. Any candidate who would dare 
go before the country with so revolutionary’ a dec- 
laration of principles will be and ought to be de- 
feated.

bs eae MASSACRE OF THE INNOCENTS. 


One of the disgraces Of Our modern civiliza- 
tion is the fact that so large # proportion of chil- 
dren die in infancy. According to the health re- 
turns for 1907, the average infantile mortality for 
the whole of England is #8 per 1000. In Notting- 
ham it is 163 per 1000, IN some parts of 
East Nottingham to 200 per !000, This is the 
highest rate of mortality #mong infants in the 
whole country, and, the problem before all thought- 
{ul English people is how to, diminish this unneces- 
sary waste of infant life. AS @ preliminary step in 
the right direction it 1 to start a scheme in 
July whereby this state of things may be consid- 
erably improved. The chief cause of such mor- 
tality is to be found im improper feeding. It is, 
therefore, proposed to provide dinners for nursing 
mothers, and due instruction for those women who 
are unable to nurse their babies. 

Under this experimental scheme, dinners will be 
regularly’ provided at a center im one of the poorer 
neighborhoods of the ity. A woman, for the sum 
‘of-4 cents, will be able to obtain a good meal day 
by day for a period extending from three months 
before the birth of het child to nine months after- 
ward, provided that she is herself nourishing the 
child. The dinners will also be utilized as object 
lessons in the economic provisions and preparation 
of nourishing food, and informal instructions will 
infants. Similar 
steps were taken some time ago in Paris. 

This is a good practical form of benevolence. If 
the wealthy church organizations of our large cities 
would devote ‘more attention to aiding the “sub- 
merged tenth” to secure wholesome food and 
dwelling places they would find much more encour- 
agement and meet with far greater success in their 
efforts to influence the spiritual natures of these 
people, 4

In these respects there is 
hope. There aré no large stocks of finished prod- 
ucts on the market. and with a revival in demand 
any downward tendency would soon -be checked. 
The treasury, while falling behind, has nearly $130,- 
000,000 still on deposit with the banks subject to 
call. This would last ior more than half a yéar, 
should receipts fail to meet expenditures by over 
$20,000,000 a moath. 

Slow movement in imports may embarrass the 
treasury @ little, but at the same time this. would 
mean a falling back on home-matle goods, of a cur- 
tailing of expenses and a check to the outflow of 
gold, of which about $40,000,000 has gone eastward 
across the Atlantic in six weeks. |
